J) j size and position on the display, and sWh that the chat is displayed in a second frame that 

has a corresponding size and position On the display; and 

means for switching to a second display mode upon receiving a selection from a 
link displayed at the display, the secondl display mode being different tlian the first 
display mode, such that when the link is\selectcd. the means for switching to a second 
display mode includes means for switching at least one of the size and position of at least 
one of Ihc first and second firamc changes! while still displaying the video signal and the 
chat in the corresponding frames.
